Other health- 
ful products assure farm families de- 
cided advantages over other groups. 
Except in the Southern States, where 
"quick" breads are often preferred 
to yeast-raised kinds,, wheat bread is 
the staple. Corn breads are popular 
everywhere, but are chiefly used to 
give variety.

The consumer pays the bill for the

The tax must be 
listed separately by dealers on their 
signs and must not be lumped with 
the price of gas. A penalty of $250 
for making the tax an "unconscious 
one"' is provided- Signs should read, 
for instance: "Gas 20 cents a gallon. 
Tax I cent a gallon." All dealers 
must report and pay the tax monthly. 


Fifty percent of the tax will go to 


the county where collected and must 
be used for road improvement. The 
other 50 percent goes to the state.

A resolution has been introducec 


in Congress providing that the Fed 
cral Trade Commission make a sur 
vey of ail the coal mines and coa 
fields in the United States for the 
purpose of determining their preser. 
value. The author of the bill saic 
the information will be used as the j 
basis of a bill for- government own- 
ership and further declared: 


"While 1 am aware that our coun- 


try jr.ay not yet be ready to accept 
the iisdea of complete government 
ownership, and manj- speeches will 
be made and reams of paper used 
to fight and to ridicule the govern- j 
mem ownership idea, it is coming as ! 
surely as night follows day. And if, j 
through my resolution, the question 
can fae placed before the American 
people and the coming of cheaper 
coaj. hastened. I shall feel amply re- 
paid for whatever criticism is direct- 
ed at me. 


"Coal is one of our prime social 


necessities. It not only is-needed to 
provide power for transportation 
and manufacturing, but fuel to fur- 
nish household heat is one of the 
largest jteins in the budgets of home 
owners in all the Northern" States. 
Fuel is such a large factor in the cost 
of production as well as the cost of 
living that we cannot compete on ] 
equal terms with foreign nations for! 
world markets unless it can be fur- 
nished at reasonable prices. 


"Cheap coal and easily accessible 


iron ore are the two main requisites 
in commercial prosperity, but in this. 
country both these raw commodities 
are controlled by a little clique of 
profiteering interests so blinded by 
selfish greed that they seem to have 
no regard for public welfare. 


"This condition cannot be contin- 


ued indefinitely.' Private ownership 
of public necessities is tolerable only 
so long as the owners take a high- 
minded view of their trust and ad-
